The  Free  Libraries  of  Paris. 

In  the  facilities  whicty  it  Jiflbrds  for 
evening  instruction,  and  the  system  of 
its  free  libraries,  Paris  is  perhaps  un 
equaled.  The  demOcratizati.  m  of  liter¬ 
ature  has  in  110  town  reached  such  a 
head.  Not  ouly  1ms  the  municipal 
council  established  a  free  library  in 
1  \i  rv  quarter  of  the  city,’  afla])tcd  to 
tlie  speeiul  requirements  of  tlie  locali- 
tyN  but^  this  hius  been  supplemented 
Kith  fcuuhnieal  instruetijiu  and  lectures 
to  direct  th6  mini  Is  lor  the  readers 
into  profitable  channels.  While  these 
libraries  may  be  taken  advantage  of 
by  every  ofie  (vithmit  reHpeet  of  station, 
the  council  aliva vs  keeps'*  before  it  as 
the  pt  hiu?  ooiisideraHon  tl^e  moral  and 
irMwIk  rtmi)  elevntioA  of  working 
and  industrial  classes.  Though  not 
long  in  force,  yet  the  system  hies  been 
an  enormous  success  and  cannot  hut 
lead  to  good  results  in  the  future.  Of 
all  towns  in  the  world  Paris  has  most- 
public-  libraries.  Without  counting 
the  National  Library— the  largest  in 
existence,  with  three  lUillion  volumes, 
aUmt  us  many  prints  and  engravings, 
and  a  hundred  thousand  manuscripts, 
without  counting  the  Mazurin  with 
three  hundred  thousand  volumes,  the 
Suiiite  Genevieve  with  one  hundred 
and  sixty  three  thousand,. the  Arsenal 
with  three  hundred  fifty  thousand,  the 
Town  Lihrarr,  fnil  of  -nothiug-  hnt 
Ikm  *ks  on  the  histoiy  of  Paris  and  the 
Revolution,  or  the  library  of  Industri¬ 
al  Arts,  the  Beaux^lbk  the Rorbonne, 
or  the  Chamber  ol  t  ftll  of. 

which  are  ojx-n  daily  to  the  public, 
and  leaving  abide  alsolsuch  s}>iK-iid  h- 
hiaries  ius  that  of  the  Bchoojs  of  medi- 
coie  and  law,  there  are  in  Piu-is  fifty- 
tln-t'e  public  libraries  managed  direct 
ly  by  the  town  council,  and  eighteen 
popular  semi  subscription  libraries 
subvent ioiieil  bv  the  tl»wn.

A  Illnycle  Killer’s  Traiiiing. 

Wtien  asked  what  course  of  training  a 
bicycle  rider  undergoes  a  prominent  bi¬ 
cyclist  said: 

“In  our  training  we  tftke  plenty  of 
lmrd  exercise  and  eat  nothing  but  light 
food.  It  is  not  safe  to  eat  any  kind  of 
vegetables  or  to  drink  coffee.  Rare  beef, 
beef  tea,  oatmeal  gruel,  raw  oysters  and 
Constitute  most  of  (>hr  diet.  In 
a  long  race  the  second  and  third  days  are 
the  hardest.  Then  the  muscles  of  the 
ankles  and  legs  are  all  contracting  with 
the  continued  short  leg  motion.  At  the 
last  of  a  race  we  ride  a  much  shorter 
wheel  than  when  we  began.  Warm 
baths  and  dry  rulibing,  followed  by  lini- 
mi  *nt  baths,  keep  us  up  during  fhe  race. 
A  crowd  and  the  excitement  has  much  to 
do  with  tlie  sjieed.  People  and  applause 
make  fast  riding. 

“After  the  race  our  legs  are  short  and 
stiff  and  it  takes  at  least  two  weeks  to  get 
back  to  one’s  natural  condition  and 
shape.  Tlie  exercise  is  all  in  the  lower 
parts  of  the  legs  and  Uick.  Our  arms  are 
used,  but  not  strengthened  much.  A 
fifty  mile  race  is  more  tiresome,  but  not 
as  lasting  in  its  effects.” — New  York 
Journal. 

Natural  Gan  a  Xuisauce  in  1827. 

In  1827  there  lived  in  Washington 
county  a  farmer  by  the  name  of  McCook, 
an  uncle  of  the  famous  Gen.  Anson  G. 
.McCook,  the  present  secretary  of  the 
United  States  senate.  McCook’s  farm  was 
situated  on  the  okl  national  pike,  eight  or 
ten  miles  out  of  Brownsville.  In  attempt¬ 
ing  to  dig  a  well  a  short  distance  hack 
from  the  pike,  he  struck  a  large  flow  of 
natural  gas.  This  by  accident  became 
ignited,  and  the  flame  it  gave  forth  scared 
tbe  horses  passing  on  the  pike  and  many 
runaways  occurred.  Tliis  went  on  for 
some  time  until  the  authorities  in  that 
section  passed  an  ordinance  stigmatizing 
it  as  a  nuisance  and  compelling  McCook 
to  suppress  it  as  such,  which  he  did.  Thus 
what  the  citizens  of  Pittsburg  now  con¬ 
sider  the  greatest  discovery  of  the  Nine¬ 
teenth  century,  just  half  a  century  ago 
flu*  citizens  of  Washington  county  con¬ 
sidered  tbe  greatest  nuisance.— Pittsburg 
Timi*8.
